.-attack. 


After proceeding down the lake a 


short distance, the Napidan annihilated 
the Filipinos supply train. 


Still further down she destroyed the 


barracks containing five hundred of the 
rinsurgents. 


The landing party found nearly sixty

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CASHIER'S LOANS 


CAUSED FAILURE 


REAL RESUT OF COLLAPSE OF 


STOUGHTON BANK. 


Investments in Mexico 
and Texas 


Lands—Advanced Sums to I. O. 
Brictson—Joice to Receive Half the 
Profits—Statement Prom Bank Ex- 
aminer Kidd. 


Beports -which have been circulated 


.ascribing the failure of the Dane county 
bank at Stoughton to the large loans 
made to I. O. Brictson of Doerfield. are 
denied by him and his statement is cor- 
roborated by a similar statement made 
tonight by "Bank Examiner Kidd. 
In 


the reports circulated. Mr. Brictson is 
made responsible for the disaster which 
•overtook the bank a few days ago. 


Mr. Kidd says the responsibility for 


the failure rests with the officers of the 
bank, and especially its cashier,. J>-' H. 
Joice, who, until recently, had practically 
•full charge of the institution and was 
allowed to make loans without consult- 
ing with the other officers or directors. 
Exorbitant sums, were borrowed from 
the bank by other parties, including 
the cashier without security. In addi- 
tion to loans made to Mr. Brictson, the 
amount of the liability on the part of the 
cashier as maker or endorser exceeding 
the amount, due from any other 
bor- 


rower. All the loans went, into specu- 
lative ventures in which the cashier was 
largely interested. 
Instructions were 


repeatedly given to the officers of the 
jbank to call in these ' loans or demand 
"ample security to protect them, but 
such instructions were not followed. 


Bftnk Examiner's Orders Not Heeded 


' In December last an examination of 
the bank was made by Mr. Kidd, after 
which written instructions were given 
the officers and directors to call a meet- 
ing at once atd insist that all large 
loans be called in, reduced in .amount or 
properly secured. In March the bank ] 
was'again visited,, and the examination 
: disclosed the fact that these loans not 


only remained unsecured and unpaid, 
but contrary to instructions given by 
the bank examiner, they had been 
largely increased. 
Mr. Kidd at that 


• 
v time instructed the president to call a 


meeting of the board of directors at 
once and by resolution appoint a dis- 
count 
committee, 
which .committee 


should be required to pass upon all 
loans above a specified amount,' which 
was done. A few days later he called 
the directors to his office at the capitol, 
and after going over the affairs of the 
bank in detail, drafted a resolution au 
thofizing O. M. Turner, president, to 
take active charge of the bank, with in- 
structions to the board to hold a meet- 


' ing upon their return to their banking 


office and adopt it, and proceed at once 
to collect or secure all the large loans 
The records show that this resolution 
was adopted April 1, after which time 
•President Turner was in charge of the 
bank until it closed. 


The ILarge Loans 


All of these large loans were invested 


in a cattle ranch in Mexico and anirriga 
tion plant and lands in Texas, in both o 
which the cashier was nnd is now large 
ly. interested. 
In', investigating • the 


bank's affairs Mr. Kidd found that Cash- 
ier Joice entered into an agreement.with 
Mr. Brictsoc to loan Brictson a certain 


' sum of money, the consideration being 


that'Mr. Joice should receive half of the 
profits of the venture. The money used 
for this purpose was presumably funds 
of the bank, as several notes for large 
sums given to Mr. Joice and endorsed 
by him to the bank are now a part of its 
assets. Mr. Kidd has caused Mr. Joice 
to make an assignment of this contract, 
together with all his other interests in 
the south, to the bank. 


Bank Officers Responsible. 


"The responsibility for the failure of 


the bank," said" Mr; Kidd, "rests"with 


, its officers, and chiefly with- its cashier, 


as that official was implicitly trusted in 
the management of affairs. 
He went to 


the extreme of recklessness in using the 
funds of the bank and allowing them to 
be used by others to bolster up specula- 
tive ventures in which he was largely in- 
terested: and it can hardly be presumed 
that these methods would have been 
practiced had he not become personally 
involved in these 
transactions. The
